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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicants' response filed on August 20, 2008 is considered and acknowledged. 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions 
be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To 
ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of 
the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Michael R. Williams on September 29, 2008. 
Please amend the claim 1 as follows: 

Clam 1 . A method of detecting and identifying an orthopoxvirus within a sample 
comprising: 

adding to the sample reagents for nucleic acid amplification and at least one pair of 
primers capable of amplifying at least one region of the orthopoxvirus genome, said pair of 
primers being selected from the group consisting of ATGCCGGTACTTATGTATGTGC 
(SPOXHA5, SEQ ID NO:l) and TCTTGTCTGTTGTGGATTCT (SPOXHA3,SEQ ID NO:2) 
when said region of the orthopoxvirus genome is gene HA; and TACCGGTCTCAGCGAATC 
(SPOXcrmB5, SEQ ID NO: 3) and ACCGTCTCCGAATGCGGCAT (SPOXcrmB3, SEQ ID 
NO: 4) when said region of the orthopoxvirus genome is gene crmB; 

incubating the sample under conditions suitable for nucleic acid amplification thereby 
producing an amplicon if the sample contains orthopoxvirus; 

adding at least one restriction enzyme selected from the group consisting of: Sau 3AI, 
Spe I, Dra I, Hpa I, Ssp I, Alw 441, Nla III and combinations thereof; and 
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determining if restriction enzyme digestion of an amplicon has occurred. 
3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-2, and 9 are allowed. 

The present invention is drawn to a method of detecting and identifying an orthopoxvirus 
genome. The closest prior art Loparev et al. in view of Lowe et al. teach said method, however, 
the prior art did not teach the specific primer pairs or primer combinations to detect 
orthopoxvirus as required by the instant claims. Thus the instant invention was not taught or 
obvious over the closest prior art.
